But it would 
be far better if all water sup- 
plies were fluoridated, I hope 
my community fellows Upland 
in requesting fluoridation, 

Cantrotied fluoridation is ef- 
fective in reducing cavities 
and is safe. | think much of 
the feeling against the mea- 
sure is the inevitable feeling 
that develops against any 
change.

As a news- 
paper you must be ‘“‘fair’' to 
all your readers, | suppose 
that there is a class of people 
who really want to know when 
there is a bargain in liquor 
(though in my own mind | do 
not see how there could be 
such a thing!), and you must 
serve them. There is the mat- 
ter of business ethics which 
demands that all merchants 
have equal opportunity to use 
the media of advertising to 
promote their wares. And even 
as you do not discriminate be- 
twen a drug store and a 
grocery store desiring to ad- 
vertise in the NEWS, this 
ethic would justify your pres- 
ent position in regard to liq- 
uor advertising. 

My principle objection to 
liquor advertising, whether in 
the newspaper or in maga- 
zines, or on bill boards is not 
the fact of the advertising, 
but the content of it, It is at 
this point that I feel many 
newspapers, magazines and 
other media can offer a. real 
service to the public. Much 
advertising of liquor, includ- 
ing beer and win, contains 
phraseology which obviously 
intends to lead one to believe 
certain things about alcoholic 
beverages which just are not 
true. For example, there is 
nothing ‘‘distinctive’ or ‘‘dis- 
tinguished” about a mah who 
drinks whiskey; ‘‘easy living” 
is not the inevitable outcome 
of a glass of beer;
